OTTAWA, June 2.—For the twelve months ended April 3° 
last, the total exports from the Dominion were $1,315,450,282, an 
increase over the previous twelve months of $2286,354,366, and im 
Ports amounted to $936,099,834, an increase of $140.235,287, making 
a total net improvement in the favorable trade balance of this coun- 
try against the world as compared with the previous year of nearly 
$100.090,000, actually $96,119,079 

A large part of the increase in exports was accounted for in the 
sale of goods to the United Kingdom, which in the year ended 
April, totalled $504,956,738, an increase of $102,000.000 over the 
previous year. Imports from the United Kingdom were $164,084,312 
an increase of $12,000,000, making the improvement in the balance 
against the United Kingdom $80,000,000 

Exports to the United States were $475,614.794, an increase of 
$55,000,000. and imports from the United States were $615,740,747,
